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INTRODUCTION. 

There  are  several  so  called  Guides  to  New 
York  now  published,  but  in  reality  they  are  but 
elaborate  descriptions,  leaving  the  stranger,  after 
a  perusal,  impressed  with  the  grandeur  to  be 
seen,  but  as  far  from  knowing  how  to  proceed  as 
before. 

This  little  book  will  be  found  a  perfect  Key  to 
all  guides  now  published,  as  well  as  being  in 
itself  far  more  useful  to  all  really  wishing  to  see 
New  York,  than  any  guide  now  published,  al- 
though selling  for  one-tenth  the  amount. 

Explanation, 

Turn  to  the  place  desired  to  be  visitegl,  then 
by  referring  to  the  *'Car  and  Stage  Routes,"  it 
will  be  easily  determined  which  of  the  convey- 
ances there  enumerated  will  be  most  available 
for  you.  Illustration  :  A  visitor  at  the  Metro- 
politan Hotel  wishes  to  visit  Central  Park — he 
chooses  the  Broadway  cars  as  his  route  ;  refers  to 
''  City  Horse-Car  Routes,"  and  finds  they  pass  up 
Greene  street ;  refers  again  to  ''Street  Guide," 
and  finds  he  has  two  blocks  to  walk  to  reach  it. 
Returning,  he  wishes  to  go  direct  to  the  Custom 
House  ;  by  reference  he  finds  the  Eastern  Branch 
of  the  N.  &  E.  River  Cars  is  the  only  direct 
route.  From  there  he  wishes  to  return  to  the 
hotel,  and  finds  the  Wall-street  stages  pass  the 
door.  With  a  fe\v  moments'  thought,  an  entire 
stranger  to  the  city  can  thus  learn  how  to  reach 
any  part  of  the  city  without  other  assistance. 


STREET  GUIDE. 

Broadway  runs  nearly  North  and  South,  and 
as  all  of  the  Omnibuses  and  nearly  all  of  the  va- 
rious lines  of  Horse-cars  run  through  or  in 
streets  running  parallel  to  it,  we  take  that  as  the 
central  starting  point.  It  is  not  deemed  neces- 
sary to  give  the  name  of  every  street  which  may 
run  for  a  short  distance  only  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, to  enable  the  reader  to  fully  comprehend 
our  purpose ;  we  therefore  take  two  available 
points,  the  cross-streets  at  which  run  entirely 
across  the  city,  from  river  to  river,  viz.  :  at 
Houston  street,  and  at  Twenty-third  street.
